I am glad to 
ho afforded the opportunity to give my 
flows on thU subject, as 
1 fear that u 
mere history of the "ostrich business' 
would result In your reporting It 
failure, 
duo to uncongenial 
cli- 
mate and soil. 
Although 
these birds have failed 
to 
thrlvo here, 
I tiling that tins various 
IHllcultI(M 
attending our 
efforts 
to 
ralso them can Justly be attributed to 
u dlfccaso 
with which, 
In my opluiou, 
tho birds were Infected when they wore 
luought here 
a disease which can ex 
1st In the bird 
whon they appear to bo 
perfectly healthy 
but under the slight- 
est unfavorable 
condition 
will 
booh 
cause fatality. 
Tho true cause was not 
known foreotcral 
years 
not until the 
majority of them who reduced 
to 
a 
degenerate lot unlit to redeem. 
I gay 
this because of so many dying that In 
mating them they yielded to tho temp- 
tation of Inbreeding and each time 
In- 
herited tho weakness that disease 
had 
produce!, w that for tho 
last 
thrco 
years their eggs have failed 
to hatch 
with the best emlwivoM that could be 
applied, 
so that even 
If tho Inherited 
weakness 
did not causu the (infertility 
of tho eggs, there Is only ono other 
causa that could enter Into the question 
feeding too highly of gralu 
and this 
high feeding 
became absolutely 
ncccs-nar- y 
to prevent fatality, for wJienever 
tho 
hlrtls 
were 
In the least 
reduced 
they wore Hiinply devoured 
by the dis- 
ease. 
I was first to discover that these 
birds had thin dlseaso anil afterwards 
learned that It was prevalent In South 
Africa among ostriches, 
but no other 
animals or 
birds.

to claim that that it was 
not contracted 
in thin country, 
but was 
imported 
with the birds. 
If I am right 
In this conclusion, 
the chances for suc- 
cessful ostrich farming 
In Hawaii

lent, with much natural food, and the 
ostrich is capable-- of enduring bovcro 
conditions 
if healthy. 
A brief sketch 
of our cxperlonce 
anil

1890, or thereabouts. 
Dr. 
Trous- 
seau brought two iraira of full grown 
birds from California, 
ono of which

malo) was said to 'have been originally 
shipped

time after they arrived ono of them 
tiled. 
Dr. Trousseu 
immediately 
sent 
for another one 
this flvo In numbor, 
being all that wcro ever shipped to this 
country.
